This library year has been fairly successful in regard to 
number of books loaned ; though it is a source of regret that a 
total loan of 483 books, or an average of ten books loaned 
per week, could not have been surpassed. Owing to the small 
appropriation made last year, the trustees have been unable to 
furnish new books. 

The total number of volumes owned by the town is 853, 
three being gifts to the library this year. 

The amount of fines was small, 44 cents being collected, 
leaving a small balance unpaid.

Report of School Board. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 


In summing up the work for the school year, we feel that we 
have much upon which to congratulate you and ourselves. 

We have had two terms of 11 weeks each in four divisions of 
the district and a winter term of 10 weeks at East Lempster, 
which was open to all children in town. This has given every 
scholar an opportunity to attend 32 weeks in the vear. 

It was our intention to employ only experienced teachers iu 
any school, and we have carried it out with the exception of one 
term in the north division. ‘The teacher who taught the last of 
the summer term there cancelled her engagement for the fall 
‘term three days before school was to have begun. At that late 
date we found it impossible to secure a teacher of any experi- 
ence. The one whom we hired, however, showed us report 
cards with excellent marks of her work in the grammar school 
and Stevens high school at Claremont. She also had a good 
recommendation of scholarship from the principal of the Busi- 
ness school at Claremont, which she had attended a year or 
more. 

While the schools asa whole have exceeded our expectations, 
and have shown the steady improvement which every year should

bring, there are many things to change to bring them to that 
high degree of excellence which we all wish for the schools of 
Lempster. 

More regular attendance and less tardiness. will do much to 
keep up the interest of both teachers and scholars. More thor- 
oughness has been demanded by the teachers this year and it 
cannot be too highly commended. Most children are too 
anxious to get into larger books or,take up higher studies than 
they are equal to. Where there is no regular superintendent to 
attend to such matters, and where teachers .are changed often, 
it is a hard thing to control. We have thought it might be a. 
help to insist upon the children passing a thorough written 
examination, conducted by the teacher and school board, before 
being allowed to take up new studies or harder parts of the 
same study. We have noticed many instances in the last year 
where children were working in percentage and interest who 
were not absolutely sure of the multiplication table, and to whom 
fractions, both common and decimal, were still a great mystery. 
Such work never pays. 

Another thing that is decidedly needed is a better classifica- 
tion of studies, to give teachers more time to spend with each 
class. We intend to look into the matter of making out a 
‘- course of study,” to be followed more or less strictly, as the 
conditions in each school will allow. We believe this, and the 
examinations will help to remedy the worst faults. 

You were very liberal. fellow citizens, in yout appropriation 
of school money for the past year. The vote of the school dis- 
trict was to have a term of ‘‘ High School,” so-called, and the 
other schools could not run longer than they did without con- 
flicting. ‘Therefore, we have a balance of nearly two hundred 
dollars in the treasury. We would suggest for your reflection, 
that with the amount of money we had this year, we could have 
had three terms of at least ten weeks each in the four divisions 
of the district. We will say, too, that in our judgment, con- 
sidering the age and number of pupils at the present time to 
attend a term of ‘‘ High School,” the money so expended would 
do the most good to the greatest number. 


And now, parents, just a word to you: You have not done 
all your duty when you have voted to raise plenty of money for 
the schools and sent your children to the school-house. Encour- 
age the teacher, the children, and the school-board by fre- 
quently visiting the school. ‘The most criticism comes from 
those who never put their head into the school-house, and the 
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most troublesome pupils come from those homes, where parents 
judge the school by the children’s report and never investigate 
for themselves.. A child may be perfectly truthful and yet give 
a very wrong story. Before judging, find out the teacher’s side 
of the report. A child can only see things from a child’s stand- 
point. If there are things you would hke changed, or do not 
upprove of in the school, please do not stand back and criticise, 
but come to us and talk it over and we will certainly try to satisfy 
you. We are always glad of any suggestions, but often we do 
not hear of any dissatisfaction until school is finished. It is 
. only by all working together that we can hope to make our 
schools truly a success. 

We have exchanged our old readers for Cyr’s series, and 
added Dunbar’s Inductive Arithmetics for supplementary work. 
We have recently bought a chart upon arithmetic, which will be 
used successively in the different schools until we can afford 
one for each. We think it will be a great help. 

New desks have been placed in the ‘* Street” school-house,” 
as per vote of the district. We trust that another year will see 
another school-house improved likewise. We cannot make our 
children’s school homes too attractive or too comfortable. 

The school-houses at the two villages have been shingled on 
one side, and the one in the south division has been papered 
and painted inside. Several other small repairs have also been 
made. ‘The foundation of the ** Street”’ school-house is badly 
out of place and must soon be fixed to preserve the building. 

Thanking you, one and all, for your help and co-operation 
and soliciting your continued interest, we conclude our report.
